The trial of Johin H. Surratt has devaloped a

yood deal of evidence whioh, subjected to the
sualysis of a compaetent jury, may warrant the
jupposition that his conviction as an Aocessory
to the murder of Mr. Lincoln is not an impro-
bable result of the legal investigation. In say-

ing thin much we do not, of course, mean to
prejudge the case, but simply to hint at proba-
Lilities as indicated by the facts sworn to.
Testimony yot to bs produced by the defense
may change the whole phase of the oase,
which, in its present bearing, wonld appear to
toll hard against the prisoner. Hints have been
thrown out thiat in case Surratt should be con-
visted and condemned, & chanoe for life will be
offered to him on consideration of his reveal-
ing the whole story of the asssassination plot
and the complicity of all those connected with
jt. Should these anticipations be realized, we
mey axpect some very curions, startling, and
h {xly important revelstions, Immediatel
subsequent to the murder of Mr. Lincoln it
will be remembered l.h:u.a,;rcat many per-

of Pregident Aundrew Johunson on the 2d of
May, 1865, in the following terms:—

H. Bewnard, Secretary of Slute, were inugited,
voncerted, and procured by and _between Jeflor-
son Davis, late of Rlechmond, Va., and Jacob
Thompson, Clement v. Ulsy, Boverly Tuoker,
George N, Sapdors, W. €. Cleary, and other
Hebels and Lraltors against the Government of
tbe United States, harbored In Cavada;—

Now, therefore, to the end that Justice may be
done, 1, Andrew Johnson, President of Lhe
United Btates, do offer and promise for the
arrest of sald persoos, or eitber of them, within

Now, as it has been shown by the evidence
that Surratt had repeatedly gone back and
forth between Canada and Washington pre-
vions to the assassination, while many of the
parties mentioned in this proclamation ware
resident in Canada, it is fnfr to presums that
he is fully acquainted with whatever kunow-
ledge Jake®Thompson, George N. Sanders,
Beverly Tucker, Clement C. Clay, and William
C. Cleary possesged of the plot to abduct or
assassinate President Lincoln. Surratt, acting
as the medinm of communication between the
conspirators in Washington and the self-exiled
ohiefs in her Britannic Majesty’s North Ameri-
can ions, whers the schemes for hotel
burnings in New York and bank robberies in
St. Albans were securely concocted, can pro-
bably tell when the plan of abducting Mr,
Lincoln was changed into the dernier ressort of
his assassination. Nobody, surely, knows
better than Burratt when this change of pro-
gramme took place. It is a onrious, well-
kunown fact, that the abduction of Lincoln was
projected and discussed in the BSouthern
papers two or three years before his death,
Such a plan was regarded at that thuae as fair
game,
raged, and there was little blame attached to
the ides, even in the North.
offered by a gentleman of Alabama—made no-
torious by the fact—for the capture of Presi-
dent Lincoln, and that gentleman has since
received the pardon of President Johnson.

It is quite evident tha
mentality of somebody, the plan of abduction,
with a view to hold Mr, Lincoln as a hostage,
was abandoned for the more terribls result of
the plottings which culminated at Ford's
theatre, and it is reasonable to suppose that
Burratt is better acquainted with the cireum-

F itances than any other man wlo is now inte-

rested in making the revelation, and may, per-
haps, assist in sounding the mystery to the
very bottom.

1t ig fresh in the memory of every ono that
when the collapee of the Rebellion was almost
inevitable, Jake Thompson, Sanders, and the
other refugees in Canada got, hold of (ir&ul;:{,
through the instromentality of Colorado
Jewelt, and set on fool the memorable negotia-
tions with Mr. Lincoln in which Greelay and
Jewett attempted to lead him into an absurd
compromige with Rebellion. It was fmme-
diately after these negotistions failed that the
assassinstion of Lincoln appears to have been
decided upon. It is presumed that Sarratt
can tell the whole story, and no doabt he can,
It is snggested that bhe may supply the testi-
mony a8 to the complivity of parties other
than those who have already autfured, which
was 20 positively announved to be in the pos-
gesglon of the Bareau of Military Justice, but
which, singularly encugh, was not prodoced
n the trial of the conspirators who have

ready expiated their orime. It may be that
Surratt's confession, if he makes any, will
furnigh this mysterious testimony which las
not yet seen the light, and which it is desira-
ble for the furtherance of theends of justice
and the vindication of the amccusad, both
living and dead, shonld be produced, if it
haa any existence either on the records of the
Buresu of Military Justice or in the breast of
Burratt,

*The terrible distinotion which exists ' be-
tween the laborer and the capitalist is not a
diacovar{ of which Mr. Wade can claim the
credit. It is a faot which has long engaged the
attention of thoughtful men, and sometimes |
of philanthropists by no means profound in
thought. Visionaries have proposed to re-
wove it by laws and combinations, and more |
often by revolution; but in valn. The fact re- |
mains and grows in its proportions, The folly
of attempting to destroy it by legislation s,
however, conceded even in quarters where the |
most insans forms of agrarianism and social-
ism once found favor. Instead of invading
the sanctity of property, and o uprootiog
the great ingentive to thrift and persevering
industry, the philosophy of W-day addresses |
itsell 1o the power possessed by organized
labor to advance from a gondition of depen-
dence and insufficient wages to one of com-
fort and independence, @ coiperative prin-
ciple is doing for labor what violence or legis-
lation never yet accomplished. The laborers
themseélves begin o ocomprehend the power
which i2 in their own keeping, and they are
manifold indieations of a movement in this
conntry towards a state of things which has
already yielded wonders in Hogland, France,
and Germany.

Theootiperative movement, however, is essan-
tinlly a conservalive movement, It recognizes
the rights and sanctity of property, to begin
with. It places no reliance upon acts of Par-
liament or Congress, or upon the thraats and
prowises of demagognes. It aims at the eleva-
tion and envichment of labor by & wise use of
the strength and means which are at its cow-
wand.

Campbell proceeded
to New Orleans. The agents of Juarez ocame
to the frontier to meet him. We know by
the sarcastic letter of the Mexican Minister
that the Republican Government was anxious
to receive haim, It is folly to suppose that
he could not reach Juarez, We found no
difficulty in sending a correspondent to the
Juarez headguarters—nor those of Maxi-
milian; and what may be done in the way of
business may certainly be done by a great
Government.

We have lost sadly by the absence of a
Minister from the seat of the Juarez Govern.
ment. We have never had such an oppor-
tunity to make our inflaence felt in the coun-
¢ils of a sister Republic. We entirely sympa-
thized with Mexico, and especially when we
found the Emperor Napoleon practically
making common canse with the South by
lanting a standing army on the borders of the
{:unfwdnrm-_v. Mexico was our danger in more
ways than one; and when we trinmphed, the
national sentiment was clamorous that the
foreign army should be drivén from Mexican
soil. That sentiment, more than any agenocy
outside of the Liberal army, was instrumental
inthe overthrow of the empire. We foar that
with this overthrow the Juoarez Government
has committed mistakes which tarnish the
glory of its persistent and gallant struggle.
Already we hear of exeontion snecceeding exe-
cution, Men identified with the history of
Mexico are shot daily, and it is very possible a
similar fate has befallen Maximiliun, If these
men had been taken in open war—if they had
been overpowered and compelled to surrender
—we might see some reason for this absoluts
cruelty, But when we remember that the
trivnph was that of treachory, that Maxi-
milian was purchased from a traitor, we can

see no virtue in the sternness which has been |

shown by Juarez, and nothing but barbarism
in the popular demand for blood which now
prevails in Mexico., We say this as an earnest
fiivnd of republicanizm in Mexico, and as a
well-wisher of tho Juarez Govermment,

Much of this might have been preventad
bad the United Btates sent a resolute, saga-
cious Minister to Mexico, His counsel would
have been felt in the Juarez Cabinet. His
appeals for moderation would have been heard
with attention, and respsoted. He would have
protected American interests, and advanced
them, We have never had such an opportu-
nily to mould the Mexican nation, to induce
magoanimity and liberality in ils statesman-
ship, to aid in the work of reconstraction.
Why waa this opportunity lost!  We ask the
Secretary of State.

VOrs, 18 was rayal p:t
losophiy in the days of the Roman Emperors,
and the question for this age to aunswer is
whether  enlightened governments oan
afford to act npon a_ similar polioy. It
wos prosented to ue  Just now {n the
dizoussions concerning the fate of the Fenian
prisoners; and it elicitod wise and benevolent
remonstranes men liks Mr, Stuart Mill
and M. Vidtor Hugo. It s mafuly a question
of the time of day. Fifty years ago, in a like
pase, when an intellsotual sunnoh lke Oastle-

hooould “dabble his sleek white hands in
Ireland’s gore, ' there wonldh have boen mno
doubt and no disenssion. Irish e
would have been the sport of an insolent sol-
diery, and Irish prigsts have besn hung by
law military, or without any law, in the bar-
racks, Wa inglst, in dealing what is oalled
Justice to the discomfited Foniana, that this
former page of Treland’s history ahall not be
forgotten. The extenuating clrcumstances,
we know, are very old, but then they wers
very terrible to begin with, and in mno other
cuuuhf does tradition so linger and so ex-
cite. It is feeble to say that the ornelties of
the Fnglish Government, scare, out of all pity
by the French revolution, were indef le.
A generous mAn, even now, cannot read of
them without fire in his heart and water
m his eyes., Itis not that the old Irish re-
bellion wag put down, for that was a
simple matter of course; it i2 the coarse,
rude, bloody way in which it was put down
by murder, by rape, by arson, by farofoal
and summary trials and excentions speedily
following — it ia the cruelty prastised by
majors and by vagulnu. and by justices of the
penos, in these dark and mgulnar{udu;,
which rankles at thie hour in the heart of
Ireland, and which, in common equity, it is
impossible to forget. After all, it was only
{'w«!enlny: for what ix half a century in the
istory of a nation? We insist that in judg-
ing the Ireland of the present, the Ireland of
the past shall not be forgotten. Fenianism
may be foolish—we do not say that it is wise
—but the craze i3 mnot of to-day, and began
under extemporized scaflolds and by the light
of burnivg villages. It has leen nursed by
the gnawinge of hunger; it has been stimu-
latas by ecclesiastical insult; it is the legiti-
mate result of bad measnres executed by
worse men, and of blunders and villanies
stretching from the days of Elizabeth to the
days of Victorin. What a record! In judg-
ing Irelund, in common charity, let it be
alwnys kept in mind, The poor country has
its higtory, and it has had its people; and if a
fecble remuant of the finest pessantry in the
world sometimes does things which seem L us
vuwise, we will not be bullied into forgetting
the savage policy which has driven the race
almost to extinction, This policy is a mat-
ter of history. Nobody dares to defend it now;
but it did not lack defenders even in the days
of Dean Bwift, who hated it in his rough
and cynical heart, and ventured to say
what smaller men wonld have been hung for
saying. Nobody is fitted to judge the oase
who is mot familiar with Irish history, and
m-bnd{ who is not #o familiar can wonder at
anything which happéns in Ireland. The
proal code which the English Church applied
to its Irish gister, the very invention and
handiwork of the devil, wbuld not le believed
in by historical students if it were a littla
older, and if fragments of it did not to this
day‘exist, Here is a people purposely kept
fguorant, and purposely kept poor, and not
asgimilating itself with the congquering party,
simply because assimulation was forbidden by
ftatutes, mapy and ingenious; and when a
race so oppressed plays mow and then fantastio
tricks, men wonder if [reland will ever be
quiet, and they make little jokes about Donny-
brook Fair. e do not know how much ho
there may be for Ireland; but to joke over the
contortions of a dying man, to mock his bitter
memories, and to kill him because, like
Charles II, he {8 “such an unconscionable
time in dying,”” is at least nneivil, and possi-
bly may be considered unchristian. *“There
i# apguigh in Dublin,' says M. Victor Hago,
Alns | when was there ever anything else
there ?

It may be said it is difienlt to decide what
gliall be done with an unreasonable and rest-
less people.
